At times violent efforts at weight 
reduction becomes a sort of mania. 
Many a person has actually dam ­ 
aged the health by taking reduc­ 
ing nostrums. Wrong methods of 
dieting have produced Injury. 
W hile It Is unwise to go below 
normal healthy weight, I need not 
remind you that too many are dan­ 
gerously overweight. But there are 
safe and sane methods of reducing. 
It should 
not he 
aeeomplishd by 
taking drugs. The entire procedure 
should he under medical supervi­ 
sion. 
It is proper for each of us to be 
concerned over every m atter hav­ 
ing p relationship to health. T hat 
iH why everybody should know that 
the Indiscriminate taking of drugs 
to bring about reduction In weight 
is dangerous. 
Drugs wrongfully used are evil 
things. 
In truth, there is a vast 
difference between 
"drugs" 
and 
"remedies.” The latter are agents 
of known effect, scientifically given 
to cure diseases. Drugs, as I use 
the word, are poisons which are 
capable of suspending, preventing 
or reversing the normal functions 
of the body and Its organs. 
Drugs Are Dangerous 
lf you have good health you do 
not need drugs. You should not line 
them. 
As a m atter of fact, laymen 
should never 
undertake 
to pre­ 
scribe such things for themselves. 
Your doctor will know if you need 
a remedy. C ’Gainly he w ill pro­ 
test if he 
hears of your 
taking 
drugs without his knowledge. Trust 
bim always to supply your medi- 
' cal necessities. 
T m many women and men also, 
are taking powerful and dangerous 
drugs to get rid of w hat they con 
sider objectionable fat.

I them are indulging in dietry fads 
which deplete and weaken the nu 
j trinodal fo re’s of the body. Against 
! such evil practices all of us should 


I protest. 
This so rt of thing Is all

Excessive weight, however, Is a 
m enace to health. 
Its possession 
should he viewed w ith alai in. 
I 
wish every woman would take up 
arm s against It—not to cure it. 
but to prevent it. This is the way 
deal with surplus flesh. Don'i 
accumulate it! Live the m anner of 
life which will prevent getting it. 
It Isn't necessary to starve to 
take elf surplus weight but you 
must eat more wisely. You must 
t hoo-e foods which are satisfying 
but not weight building. You must 
exercise daily, sufficiently to de­ 
velop sweat 
Honest perspiration 
is the hest solvent of unwelcome 
flesh.
